The Model Parliament 
Speaker, Dr. J.R. Mallory, 
adjourned the House during 
a heated debate last night 
after Parliament voted una- 
nimously to go into adjourn 
ment to discuss "fraud and 
irregularity" in last week's 
election procedure. 

The House adjourned to discuss 
this matter of irregularity, how- 
ever, because of the late hour and 
tlie 10:30 pm curfew agreed to by 
all parties before tlie session, this 
brief adjournment was thus the 
final break-up of the session. 

FIRST TURNED DOWN 

Early in the session. Bob Ama- 
ron, PC ^Party leader proposed a 
bill adjourning the Parliament be- 
cause of "irregularities" but this 
was lumed down by the speaker, 
in favour of more important legis- 
lation. / 

In the latter stages of the sitting, 
Dave; Angus. Opposition Leader 
and Primé , Member of the GNU 
Party, introduced thé . question 
again, alleging that' "la days prior 
to the election.

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Parliament Should Act 

The largest labour dispute in Canada's lilatoi-y 
threatens to paralyze national rail traffic beginning 
this Satui-day morning. . Fortunately, parliament is 
now In session. ^ It can bj; Eepslative notion avert a 
strike and minimize the imponderable inconvenience 
and cost which such a walkout would inevitably cause. 
We believe it should. , . 

For those who have not been followinj^ the dispute, 
we offer some background information. On November 
5, 1959, the 15 unions representing Canada's 111,000 
non-operating railway employees (i.e., those not in- 
volved in the actual ^running of trains) requested a 
wage increase of 25 cents per hour over their present 
average of Ç1.77. Following fruitless negotiation, the 
government appointed ^ three-man coinciiiation board 
to consider the dispute. The board, chaired by Alberta 
Supreme Court Justice J.V.H. Milvain, sat for seven 
weeks, listening to evidence and witnesses from both 
Bides. ' . 

" On August 24, 1960, the Milvain conciliation board 
report was made public. A majority report, concurred 
In by Mr. Justice Milvain and labour nominee David . 
Lewis recommended a 14-cent-per-hpurf^.boost spread 
over a two year period. Estimated ahriual''cost of the 
conciliation board proposal is about $35,000,000.; if 
extended to»lhe running trades, as it almost certainly 
would be, another $16,000,000 expenditure would be 
necessitated. 

A minority report was handed down by the tliird 
member of the board, company nominee Philip . Vine- 
berg.^Claiming that thé railways are in such financial 
trouble "they fear for their economic lives," Mr. Vine- 
berg said no increase should be given at this time. He 
argued, further, that wages of the non-ops had kept 
pace with those paid in the xlurable proods industries, 
and since the "durable goods", yardstick had beçn 
accepted by the board, no wage" boost was thereby 
justified. 

Seven days after the conciliation repoit.^was 
handed down,^ 115 general conference chairmen or the 

15 unions involved voted unanimously to accept the 
14-cent increase recommended by it. 

On September 14, in a letter from CNR president 
Donald Gordon and CPR president N.R. Crump to 
Labour Minister Michael Starr, the railway companies 
rejected the Mjlvain proposal. Basic reason for the 
rejection Was simply that they simply cannot afford 
any pay incriease. "The railways are. not in a financial 

fioaition to pay any part of the increase involved", the 
etter said. 

Two weeks ago yesterday, after reporting a strike 
ballot taken- in each- of the 15 unions had been approved 
by an average of about 00 per cent, chief union nego- 
tiator Frank H. Hall announced the countiy-wide 
walkout scheduled for Saturday moi-ning. 

Eleventh-hour attemps by the > g(>yernment to 
avert a strike appear to have failed. Unless Parliam- 
ent acts, Cana(la's vast railway network will freeze 
in three days, throwing the national economy from 
- uncertainly into "complete confusion. ' ~-

cannot afford widespread/ pay increases. . The equi- 

• t^leisplution,^ it would seem to us, is for the Govem- 
mtm^fô' introduce legislation providing a subsidy to 
the railway companies, covering the cost of the, re- 
commended wage increases, until the Canada's Royal 
Commission on Tran.sportation — scheduled to report 
next spring- — hands down, its report.

Spealiing on the topic "Do Ani- 
mals Lilce Zoos?", Dr. j)e5 first 
asserted that It is impossible to 
find this out by asking the ani- 
mals . themselves, and so only 

■ long experience with animals ehn 
• give one insight. 

■ He talked of a certain hippo- 
potamus he had known for 26 
years, a parrot for 22 years, and 

■ a deer which he observed throiifih 
its entire life of 18 years. He 
felt that he was able to assess 
their contentment due to this 

' experience. 

INMATE^, , 
Having lived in^zoM^for over 
30 years, he felt he was qualified 
to speak of the liking laTiimals 
might have for zoos. Such an 
inmate waa he that he some- 
times did not leave the confines 
oS the zoo for weeks at : time. 
- In his experience, he has found 
that animals are extremely adap- 
table, and can be veo* happy in 
ÏO0S. ' '■

and arrival, to the actual housing 
and feeding. 

"People who are anti-zoo 
usually mention the undesira- 
bility of close confinement." he 
said. "However, In 'life, these 
animals are constantly threatened 
by dangers like forest fires, 
earthqualces. hunters, food short- 
age, and other animals." 

He spoke briefly on medical 
care of animals. "The animals' 
cannot tell us the symptoms. 
Often the first symptom of sick- 
ness in a snake is that It is 
dead." 

Dr. Iles protested vigorously 
on the poor quarters afforded 
to u animals ' in circusgxoo8.-^.>He^ 
once'proteated to a circus which- 
came to Montreal, but the mana- 
ger did not' seem interested. 



"Animals need to be protected 
from spectators even more than 
people from the animals." He 
related story about a raccoon in 
the Granby Zoo that was being 
poked with, a! stick- frora>.before 
and 'behind by two girls.'^The 
poor animals almost died of ex- 
haustion '.. .. 

He said that .most animals can 
survive outside in Canada's cli- 
mate for jiinc months of the year.
